'6hi«,  by  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Cruse,  assistant  professor 
in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  general 
character,  repute  and  importance  of  this  History 
by  the  Bishop  of  Cesarea,  are  too  well  known  to 
theologians  and  indeed  all  men  of  letters,  to  need 
•  piu’ticular  exposition.  It  succeeds  immediately 
to  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  ;  the  other  historians 
of  the  Church  commence  their  narratives  from  the 
times  of  Eusebius,  and  have  left  him  the  main  au¬ 
thority  or  voucher  of  a  period  of  which  he  is  the 
sole  chronicler.  This  is  the  first  edition  of  his 
work  which  has  been  issued  in  our  country :  and 
we  have  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Cruse’s  translation  is 
the  best  English  one  extant.  His  Preface  is  so 
well  written,  and  indicates  so  much  apposite  enidi- 
tioD,  that,  on  reading  it,  we  were  at  once  disposed 
to  rely  upon  his  principal  labours.  In  rendering 
his  author,  whose  text  is  extremely  difficult,  he 
seems  to  have  aimed  chiefly  at  fidelity  and  clear- 
necs — the  only  qualities  to  be  exacted  in  the  ver¬ 
sion  of  such  4  work,  the  value  of  which  consists 
nlmost  entirely  in  the  events  and  opinions  recor¬ 
ded.  The  Annotations  ofYalesius,  on  the  life  and 
Writings  of  Eusebius,  are  prefixed  to  the  transla¬ 
tion.  The  whole  constitutes  an  octavo  of  four 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  pages.
